HS SWEETHEART 


Ernest Jenks Was Crazed 
With Jealousy. 


MISS LAURA BROWNING HAD A 
NARROW ESCAPE. 


Jenks, With Revolver in One Hand 
and Holding the Girl’s Arm, Ran 
Against a Clothes Prop and 
Was Knocked Down. 


A clothes-prop averted what promised to 
be another woman-murder in St. Louis 
Thursday night. Ernest Jenks, crazed with 
jealousy, was dragging Miss Laura Brown- 
ing through the yard of her home toward 
the coal shed. He held a cocked revolver 
in his right hand. He was threatening to 
kill her. He ran against a clothes-prop. 
He thought somebody had struck him, so 
he released the girl and ran away. 

The dramatic occurrence, it is alleged, 
was the climax of a year’s annoyances. 
A year ago Miss Laura Browning, the 
pretty 19-year-old daughter of Mrs. Libbie 
Browning of 3150% Clifton place, received 
the attentions of Ernest Jenks of 4435A 
Easton avenue for a few months. These 
attentions were ardent, but Miss Browning 
did not entirely lose her heart. Her mother 
did not like the young man, and after a 
time Miss Browning told him she did not 
want to go with him any more.

Mrs. Browning was standing on the block 
at the curb talking to Mrs. McCarthy, when 
they heard Laura’s name called from the 
direction of a lattice fence at the side of 
the house, which separates the front from 
the back yard. 

“Somebody is calling you, Laura,’ said 
Mrs. Browning. “I guess it is Mr. Gregg. 
You had better go and see what he wants.” 

She referred to K. J. Gregg, a friend of 
the wk who is stopping at the house. 

The girl said, “all right,”’ but did not go 
immediately. 

A moment later she and her mother said 
good-night to the McCarthys and started 
to enter the house.

Miss Browning, in her Sena, got in 
his way. He trampled upon her feet and 
continued to drag her. 

Half-way through the yard a heavy 
clothes prop had been left standing against 
the clothes line. 

In his mad haste Jenks did not see it. 
He rushed against it. The force of the 
contact of b's head with it was so great 
that he staggered and almost fell. His 
hold on Miss Browning's wrist relaxed. 
Miss Browning wrenched loose and started 
to run back toward the house. 

Jenks evidently thought somebody had 
struck him, As soon as he could recover 
his balance he ran out through the alley 
ate as fast as he couid and disappeared 
through the alley.

The tobacco workers of St. Louis are 
fearful that what was a menace when the 
tobacco trust entered the local neld as 
come to be an actuality. They bdelieve that 
between 1000 and 2000 of their craft who 
have been thrown out of work are to he 
permanently kept out of employmen. ¢*n 
the tobacco factories of Sk. Louis. 

This fear, which is voiced by Charles 
Sweeney, local financial sec esp 
of the National Tobacco Workers’ Union 
of America, 
of the tobacco manufacturing plants in the 
truet shut down July 1 and two of tiem 
the Brown and Butler faecor.es, are to te- 
raain closed, 

The plants in the trust, which is known 
by the title, Continental Tobacco Co., are 
the Liggett & Meyers branch, Drummond 
branch, Brown branch and Butler branch. 
The Liggett & Meyers branch employs 
about 20 persons; Drummond about 1600 
and Brown and Butler combined about 1000. 
When the shutdown occurred the Drum- 
mond employes were notified to report at 
factory No. 1 of the Liggett & Meyers 
branch, July 11. The Liggett & Meyers em- 
ployes were told to report at their factory, 
No. 2, July 15. Some of the Brown and But- 
ler employes were given tickets entitling 
them to admission to the old Drummond 
plant to apply for work. Others were not 
given these tickets and these, according to 
Mr. Sweeney, are not permitted to enter the 
building and have no opportunity to ask 
for work. Oné coul@ no more enter a to- 
bacco trust factory without a pass than he 
could go at will into a hank’s treasure 
vault. 

Mr. Sweeney said to the Post-Dispatch 
to-day: “It is apparently the intention of 
the trust to decrease the number of work- 
ers in their empioy by the number that 
were formerly engaged in the Brown and 
Butler plants. In doing this the: trust 
is not going to correspondingly reduce its 
output. But it is going to cut wages. In 
fact, that is being done now. Men work- 
ing on fixed salaries are required to per- 
form a great deal more work than formerly.

It provided 
that any person could enter upon arid or 
semi-arid lands belonging to the Govern- 
ment and construct reservoirs, and that for 
each reservoir constructed the person so 
entering should have absolute control of 
160 acres of land, provided that he permit- 
ted the general public to use the reservoir 
for stock watering purposes. 

peangely enough the bill did not provide 
what the size of the reservoir ought to 
be, and under its provisions a good-sized 
watering trough would give its builder con- 
trol of 1 acres surrounding it. Nor did 
the bill require the immediate construc- 
tion of the reservoir, but gave the per- 
son filing notice of entry upon a quarter 
section two years in which to build his res- 
ervoir. 

The officials in charge of the Broken Bow 
Land Office have just awakened to the 
fact that for a long time past ex-Senator 
Allen has been entering two or three quar- 
ter sections a day under the provisions of 
the “reservoir act.’’ Looking back over the 
records, they find that he now controls 
about 10,00 acres of the public domain for 
two years. He has not built’ any reservoirs, 
and need not build any for two years. 

In the meantime, however, any ranchman 
who wishes ool we his cattle on the lands 
which the ex-Senator has acquired must 
make terms with him. At the end of two 

ars, if he finds that some of the lands 

e has entered upon are valuable, he can 
probably arrange to continue his control 
of them, although it is not contended that 
a permanent title is given under the “‘reser- 
voir act.”” Such lands as he does not care 
to continue his control of he can simply 
abandon, but in the meantime he is holding 
practically a monopoly on the public lands.

TRIAL OF HARTUNG AND SON 


Defense Endeavoring to Show That El- 
lison Was a Bully and That Har- 
tung Shot in Self-Defense. 


The trial of Anton Hartung and his son, 
Hugo Hartung, for the murder of John El- 
lison at Anglum, St. Louis County, March 
19, was concluded in the Circuit Court at 


Clayton Friday, and went to the jury. 

The last witnesses to be placed on the 
stand were Lows Hatre $f Bridgeton, Mrs. 
Menke of St. Louis, Thomas Coleman, Hl- 
ram Hall, Hugo Fetch, James Fetch and 
Kmile Baungarten. 

The story as told by these witnesses is, 
that the two Hartungs were the keepers of 
a saloon at Anglum, which is near Biddge- 
ton Station on the Wabash Railroad. Elli- 
son entered the saloon and invited those 
present to drink with him. Afterward An- 
ton Hartung, who was at the bar, demanded 
pay for six drinks, but Ellison refused to 
pay for but five, which he claimed were al] 
that he ordered. After the exchange of 
words Harturg drew a pistol! and ordered 
Kllison to leave the place. Ellison threw a 
beer glass at Hartung and Hartung tired at 
illison, the bullet going wide of its mark 
and locging in the ceiling. 

Hartung still held the smoking revolver 
in his hand when (Mrs. Hartung rushed in 
and stood between her husband and Ellison. 
In the struggle that followed Ellison and 
Mrs. Hartung fell to the floor. Hugo Har- 
tung then came in and after a glance at 
the surroundings drew a revolver and shot 
Ellison in the side. Another shot was 
fired, but by whom is a question of con- 
tention on which the defense Is basing 
great hopes, as it is ciaimed this was the 
fatal shot. The struggle did not end with 
the shooting, but lasted for some time 
afterward. Ellison at length, however. 
grew weak and he begged his assailants to 
release him, promising to leave the place. 
He managed to free himself from their 
hold and went out on the street, but had 
only proceeded a short distance when he 
fell dead. He was bleeding from two 
wounds. 

The arguments in the cage were made 
Friday morning. The State is represented 
by Messrs. F. A. Heidorn and J. W. War- 
field. The Hartungs are being defended 
by ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson and At- 
torney William E. Fish. The attorneys for 
the defense endeavored to prove that EI- 
lison was a bully, and that the Hartungs 
were forced to the action by the man’s 
outrageous conduct.

The mass meeting of the creditors of the 
defunct Mullanphy Savings Bank at Lafay- 
ette Hall, Seventeenth street and Cass ave- 
nue, Thursday night, adjourned without 
taking any action.

Not a ward was spoken against 
the 1eéeiver’s Management of the bank's 
affairs since they passed into his control 
and his explanation of the Farmers’ DBle- 
vator Stock transaction was greeted with 
cheers bv his audience. 

But the ex-Governor himself turned ac- 
euser and scathingly arraigned those per- 
sons wiom, he thought, had been instru- 
mental in circulating reports of irregular- 
ities in hhandling the Farmers’ Elevator 
Stovk. Edward Beckman, one of the ap. 
praisers of the assets of the bank, was the 
particular target of his anger and he de- 
tiea Beckman to show where, for one min- 
ute, he nad failed to exercise good judg- 
ment and fearless honesty in the prosecu- 
tion of the affairs of the receivership. 

Louis Hlermann, president of the Mul- 
lanphy Bank Creditors’ Association, pre- 
sided over the meeting. About 200 creditors, 
one third of whom wer» women, were pres- 
ent.

Its Application to St. Louis and What 
It Will Accomplish When It 
Goes Into Effect. 


G. W. Harris, chairman of the Conference 
Committee of the Democratic City Centrai 
Committee, has received a letter from Sec- 
retary of State Lesueur explaining the 
meaning of the new law defining central 
committees, which is expected to have a 
salutory effect upon the Democratic or- 
ganization in St. Louis. 

The Secretary of State wrote the law and 


says two years he could not find a 
member of the Legislature with courage to 
introduce it. Last winter he prevailed on 
Senator Vandiver to introduce) it, and it 
passed without serious troupie. | As to the 
meaning of the law, Capt. Lesueur says: 

“It is intended to prevent fusion by pow- 
er delegated two or three times removed 
from the people. It does not propose to 
prevent fusion by conventions of the people. 
if you will examine it you will find that the 
first provision is that the Central Commit- 
tee of a political party shall consist of the 
largest body elected for the purpose of rep- 
resenting and acting for the party in the 
interim between conventions of the party. 
For instance, in St. Louis, if you have a 
central committee composed of one member 
irom each precinct there for the purpose 
covered by this pill, it is that body aione 
which can be considered the central com- 
mittee. Further, for the purpoge of mak- 
ing nominaticns to fill vacancies on tne 
ticket woich was previously nominated by 
the convention, a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected as the Central Committee, as 
has heen defined, will be necessary in or- 
der to take ac.ion. Such Central Commit- 
tee will not have the power to delegiute its 
authority to make nominations) to fill va- 
cancies to the Executive Committee, or to 
ahy person or number of persons other 
than itself.’’ 

Under this law, Mr. Harris hopes that 
new life will be infused into the Central 
Committee and that the domination of the 
Executive Committee in the conduct of 
campaigns will be checked. 


IMITATIONS OF “UNEEDA” BIS. 
CUIT., 


United States Circuit Court Grants In- 
junction Against ‘“‘Iwanta’’ Biscuit. 


An injunction, which appiies to all the 
numerous imitations of ‘‘Uneeda’’ Biscuit, 
has just been granted by the United States 
Circuit Court, for the Southern District of 
New York, egainst the use of the trade- 
mark, “Iwanta,”’ which was applied to a 
biscuit which the court decided to be an 
infringement upon the trade-mark 
“Uneeda,”’ the biscuit made so widety 
known by newspaper advertising. 

In his opinion, Judge Lacombe remarks 
that the case is too plain tu waste many 
words over. That ‘‘Uneeda"’ as applied to 
biscuit, is a proper trade-mark, and that 
complainant is entitled to its exclusive use 
in that connection, Is hardly disputed. That 
it has been most extensively advertised, 
presumably at great expense, is matter of 
common knov ledge. The court refused to 
accept the plea of the defendant that with 
the word “‘Uneeda”’ before him, his device 
to avoid confusion was the adoption of the 
word “‘Iwanta.”’

One at Lemp’s Park and the Other at 
Forest Park Highlands. 

One hundred and ten years ago to-day the 
French people destroyed the Bastile, the 
symbol and tower of tyrarny in which 
thousands had perished miserably.

THE BABY

THE BABY’S STOMACH.—How much 
milk does a new-born baby’s stomach hol. 


Without distension it will encompass ex- 
actly one eunce, which is two tablespoon- 
fuls. This is at birth, of course, and tak:ng 


size. This will show;you how foolish it is 
to give a tiny baby’a well-filled nursing 
bottle, allowing it to gorge to the limit, If 
the food is n thrown off by vomiting It 
will likely pass through the bowels in an 
undigested state. For the first week a baby 
should be fed every two hours, the aver- 
age amount at each feeding being one 
ounce, and the average number of feedings 
being 10, making 10 ounces in & hours. 
From one to six weeks he should be fed 
every two and one-half hours and given 
from one and a half to two ounces each 
meal. The average number of feedings 
should then be eight and the little stomach 
will be given from 12 to 16 ounces in 2 
hours. After the age of six weeks the baby 
is given three or four ounces at each meal, 
while the time between is lengthened 
slightly. 


DON'T HURRY HIM.—A wise woman 
writes: Don't try to make your little boy 
too precocious. Don’t teach him to say 


“pieces” or anything of that sort. Children 
have their little heads crammed altogether 
too full. I do not believe in teaching a 
child to read before he is 6 years old at the 
earliest. Wait a while and he will learn all 
the better and remember longer, too. With 
many a child, particularly a nervous one, 
the simple instructions at kindergarten 
cause too much mental effort... With this, 
let me advise vou to endavor to avoid ex- 
citement for the little lad as much as you 
can. Let his life develop as quietly and un- 
eventfully as possible. He will be just that 
much stronger and healthier when a man. 


CROUP.—A source of anxiety and deadly 
terror to the mother fs the sudden barking 
cough, which comes usually in the “wee 
sma’’’ hours of the night, and suggests 
some disturbance of the respiratory organs. 
This is a veritable bugbear, and presents it- , 
self in two forms, One mild and selaom 
fatal. which is usually preceded by a slight 
cold with hoarseness, and is caused by an 
accumulation which flows freeiy during the 
day from the nose, but at night stuffs up 
the breathing apparatus. There is some lit- , 
tle inflammation of the larynx and the 
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throat, and a little fever, and the child 
seems almost smothering, catching its 
breath in expiration. This mild form 1s 
called catarrhal croup, is much more fre- 
quent, and the mother or the nurse can do 
a great deal to give the child comfort and 
mitigate the severity of the attack. A cum- 
fortable hot bath and a Lttle vaseline 
rubbed over the nose and chest, or the qid- 
fashioned remedy of goose grease used a 
lubricant of the external parts, will] | be 
very valuable. If the physician is near] at 
hand, the mother needs no suggestion ag to 
remedies, and may use simply the hot bath 
and external applications; but if by any 
chance she lives out of town, and the symp- 
toms seem very grave, then an allopathic 
physician would administer syrup of squills 
or ipecaa in quantities sufficient to caypse 
vomiting, and a homeopathic physician 
would order acorite and spongia in alter- 
nation, or heparsulphur, given in small 
doses.

POSTPONED. 


Property Owners in the Neighborhood 
of the Hotel Insist That They 
Have Some Rights. 


The case against Bernard M. Rasmussen, 
‘@harged with a misdemeanor in maintaining 
‘the Hygeia “Hotel,”” was continued in the 

Court of Criminal Correction Thursday. 
The continuance is one of many obstacles 
that property owners in the vicinity of 
Twentieth and Morgan streets have found 
fm endeavoring to have the character of 
the Hygeia investigated by the authorities. 

On May 11 a warrant was issued by As- 
Bistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
ageinst Bernard M. Rasmussen, charging 
him with a misdemeanor in maintaining the 
house known as the Hygeia “Hotel,’” at 
Twentieth and Morgan streets. The war- 
gant was issued on information drawn up 
by Attorney Thomas Mulvihill and sworn 
to by G: H. Griddell, who lives at 714 North 
Twentieth street. =a 

The warrant was sent to the Sheriff's 
office and given to a deputy sheriff for 
gervice. Mr. Mulvihill and Attorney J. C. 
Jones had been employed by Mr. Griddell, 
who lives opposite the Hygeia, and other 
property owners in the vicinity. ‘The prop- 

owners claimed that ‘neir real estate 

ings were depreciated in value because 
of the character of the Hygeia and that 
the lity of their homes had been made 
wndesirable for residence by the same 
cause. | 

Messrs. Mulvihill and Dodge waited two 
@r three days for notice that the warrant 
See been served. Receiving no word, Mr. 

ulvihill called at the Sheriff's office. He 
Was told that the warrant was in the hands 
of a deputy, who was out. Mr. Mulvihill 
then returned to his own office. He was 
informed that the Sheriff's office had sent 
@ message by telephone for him, stating 
that the warrant for Rasmussen had been 
withdrawn by Assistant Prosecuting Avtor- 
ney Johnson. 

Mr. Mulvihill hastened to the Prasecuting 
Attorney's office to inquire the reason for 
this, to him, strange proceeding. 

“Col. Johnson told me he considered it 
his prerogative to withdraw a warrant be- 

ore service had been obtained,’ said Mr. 

ulvihill to the Post-Dispatch. “He gave 
as his reasons for withdrawing the Ras- 
mussen warrant that he had made a mis- 
take in judgment in issuing it. He said 
he had been reliably informed that Ras- 
Mussen conducted*a quiet piace. He told 
me that Otto Schumacher, a member of 
eg House of Delegates, had written him 
-y etter giving RasmufSwo a good charac- 


er. \ 

“Col. Johnson also said that the police 
received no complaints About the place and 
it was in the district w e such ‘hotels’ 
@re permitted by the Police Board. He in-

SHE SUCCUMBED TO THE COLD. 


First Woman to Make the Cable Trin 
Over Chilkoot Pass—Had Written 
for the Post-Dispatch. 


Mrs. Amelia Wilkinson, whose charming 
letters from the Klondike were printed in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch in April, ~ 1898, 
died June 12, last at Atlin City, Alaska. 

The sad news reached her father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Bune- 
mann of 1727 South Eighteenth street sev- 
eral days ago, in a letter written by one

of the two physicians who attended her in 
her tast illness. Her husband, David A. 
Wiikinson, had been at Dawson City, and 
was on his way to Atlin City. He arrived 
after his wife’s death. She leaves an adopt- 
ed son and a little daughter 4 years old. 
She was 27 vears old. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilkinson went to the 
Klondike twa years ago when the gold fe- 
ver was at its height. They had been able 
tu get along by mining, but had not struck 
it rich. Mrs. Wilkinson was the first \wo- 
man to make the Cable trip over Chilkoot 
Pass, and her accounts of her experiences 
on that and other occasions, given in her 
letters to her mother and to the Post- 
Dispatch, and printed by this paper, were 
aumirably written. She had many friends 
in St. Leuis, who will grieve over her 
death. 

Her two children—she was as devoted to 
the adopted boy as though he was her own 
—are with her parents. She was buried at 
Atlin City.

Col. Smith was a veteran of the civil war, 
having enlisted as a sergeant and coming 
out as a captain and assistant quarter- 
master. Since then he has been continuous- 
ly in this department, receiving promotions 
until he had attained the rank he held at 
his death. He rendered valuable service dur- 
ing the recent war, the central location of 
St. Louis, making it a great purchasing 
market. 

Col. Smith was a quiet, vnostentatious 
man, possessing great charm of manner 
and proving very popular with the people 
with whom he came in contact.
